Among the articles of 
jewelry was a Daughters of the Revo- 
lution pin, set with diamonds, a minia- 
ture pin, a turquoise pendant, topaz 
pendant, solitaire diamond pin and a 
opal ring, in addition to the gems 
named above and not: returned. 

Miss Haskell reported her loss to the 
Chief of Detectives, and then left the 
search in Link’s hands. He advertise 
in the newspapers, offering a reward 
for the return of the jewels to him. 

One theory of Fink is that the finder 
of the,bag is a Catholic and that after 
disposing of the money and gems miss- 
ing he went to confession to a priest, 
who would not give him absolution for 
his sin unless he returned the jewels in 
his possession to the owner.

“Bob” Myers, as she was known to 
her friends, was christened under the 
name of Robert Tansey, because of her 
father’s friendship and admiration for 
the late Robert Tansey. He was the 
father of George J. Tansey, president of 
the ‘St. Louts Transfer Co. 

Has Adopted Daughter. 

Mrs. Babcock has adopted a little 
girl, the daughter of a deceased friend. 
It is believed that the foster child also 
will be ‘remembered generously in the 
will. 

Under this probable distribution, the 
large Myers fortune will be scattered 
from St. Louis to the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coasts. 

George Myers Church was in St. Louis 
at the funeral of his grandfather two 
weeks ago, and is described as a hand- 
some lad of erect, soldierly bearing, in- 
herited from the tobacco magnate, who 
was devoted to outdoor sports, , 

Mr#. Coppell’s first marriage, to Chris- 
tv Church, was one of the smart affairs 
of 1887. It was solemnized at the Myers 
country estate at Glendale. After 
Church's tragic death by his own hand 
at the Southern Hotel, the estate was 
sold to Attorney James L. Blair. His 
wife christened it ‘Airdree.”’. It was 
here that Blair lay near death after the 
exposure of his financial operations. 


Married Yale Athlete. 


Mildred Myers married John S8. 
Cravens, son of the late Judge Crav- 
ens of Kansas City. He was a mem- 
ber of the Yale Glee Club and rowed 
on the ’Varsity eight. They went to 
live at Pasadena, where her sister, 
Mrs. Babcock, joined her after her 
husband’s death. Mrs. Cravens’ home 
“Ivy Wall,” has been purchased by 
Adolphus Busch, and she has a new 
residence, which is one of the show 
rlaces of the city. 

George 8S. Myers was born 75 years 
ago in St. Charles County, and en- 
tered the tobacco business at Wents- 
ville. During the Civil War he re- 
moved to Alton and became a partner 
of James “T. Drummond. Later he 
formed a partnership with John B. 
Liggett and they rapidly became rich. 
They sold out at a large price to the 
Tobacco Trust several years ago. 

Myers died August 29 at Redlands, 
Cal., after an invalidism of five 
years. He was buried in the $650,000 
family mausoleum, beside the body of 
his wife, in Bellefontaine Q@gmetery.

‘| couragement over his fiancee’s failing 
health, John F. Grant drew .$360 from 
the bank and placed it in his trunk at 


his home, 2045 Cleveland avenue, East 
St. Louis. He had previously told the 
young woman, Miss Blanche Castleber- 
ry, that he would do this, to provide 
for his funeral expenses, if he found 
himself unable to resist the impulse 
to end his life. 

Grant’s aged mother, Mrs. Sarah 
Grant, was in so seriots a condition 
Thursday, as the result of the shock, 
that it was thought best not to let her 
know the manner of his death. She 
was told at first that he had been killed 
in an accident. 

Grant last saw Miss Castleberry Mon- 
day night, when he took her to see 
a physician, and learned from the phy- 
sician that she had weak lungs, though 
no disease had fastened itself on her. 

“He talked in an encouraging way to 
me,’’ said Miss Castleberry Thursday. 
“He said if I took good care of myself 
I probably would be all right and that 
if I did get sick he would give me the 
best of care. He went home about ll 
p. m. 

“IT supposed he .would = call again 
Tuesday night, but he did not. Yester- 
day afternoon I got a message from 
his mother, asking me if I had seen 
him. I told her I had not, and started 
out: to look for him. When I heard 
that a man had shot himself at the 
Southern track and Thirty-sixth street, 
I went to the hospital, and when I 
learned that the man had died, I fol- 
lowed the body to the Degan-Doussard 
morgue. It had not been recognized by 
anyone until I saw it.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Indorsement 


of the so-called Knox policy for the 
establishment of an International Court 
of Crises at The Hague will be given 
by the of the world. 
according to Representative Richard A. 


Bartholdat of Missouri, who went to the 
Brussels Conference as chairman of the 
American delegation. . Mr. Bartholdt 
said: 

“The powers of the world have agreed 
to consider the Knox policy. The mat- 
ter is now before the cabinets of most 
of the powers and I believe will be 
favorably acted upon. The policy was 
received at first most favorably by the 
principal maratime powers, but the 
smaller countries balked at it. They com- 
plained that it gave the larger powers 
too much authority. I made two

speeches, one in French and one in 


y | nglish, setting forth the principle of 


the plan, after which the smaller pow- 
ers agreed to give consideration to it, 
but not until after The Hague coanfer- 
ence and the conference on naval prizes 
has met and made a report. 

“The Knox policy, as I outlined it 
and as the powers understand it, is the 
consolidation of The Hague tribunal and 
the Court of Naval Prizes into a Court 
of Crises, which would cover the field 
now covered by both and go still fur- 
ther. 

Equal Rights for Smaller Powers. 

“The smaller powers believed that the 
great maritime powers would dominate 
the court, but that would not be the 
case. The court would be strictly a rep- 
resentative body and the smaller coun- 
try would have the same consideration 
given to its cases as would the greater 
powers. After my speeches I felt that 
our cause was about won. I still feel 
confidant of the final outcome.” 

Dr. Bartholdt also stated that he was 

surprised to learn that a movement was 
under way to fortify the Panama! Canal. 
He said he did not believe this country 
had the right, under the treaty, and 
that if it should have the right, it was 
a bad policy. He said that it would take 
an entire fleet, in addition to any 
fortifications which might be erected, 
to guard the canal in time of war, 
whereas if the canal was fortified 
only by an international agreement, such 
as is the case with the Suez Canal, it 
would not be necessary to have any 
ship there, except to collect commercial 
toll. 
. “What do you think of the Maine 
election?’’ was asked of Dr. Bartholdt, 
when he had told the story of his own 
adventures in Brussels. 

“Ah,’’ exclaimed the Missourian, ‘‘that 
was sad—sad. I cannot but feel that it 
is not wholly attributable to a ehange 
of sentiment on the part of the voting 
body politic in Maine. It seems to me 
that the growing revolt against undue 
restrictions of personal liberty has bad 
its share in the apparent denionshment 
of the Republicans of the Pine Tree 
State. 

“Maine has been growing more and 
more restive under the prohibition law 
for years. The Democratic promise of 
its repeal struck a responsive chord in 
the breasts of many of the Maine 
citizens. 

Hopes History Will Repeat. 

‘So far as the political significance of 
the Democratic victory is concerned—I 
mean by that the national signficance—I 
am reminded of the last time that Maine 
went Democratic. That was in 18980. 
It was a September election, too. The 
Republican party was in bad shape. 
Garfield had been nominated as a com- 
promise candidate after a convention of 
44 ballots. The party was at sea. Then 
Maine flopped. 

“The effect was electrical. From the 
minute that the returns from ‘down 
East,’ were announced the Republicans 
seemed to take on a new spirit. It was 
the spirit of desperation. A month later 
the party, ,»well organized, went into 
the October elections of Ohio and Indai- 
ana. We swept both states clean. Then 
in November we put Garfield in with a 
rousing majority behind him. New Jer- 
say it was the only Northern State that 
the Democrats carried. I hope that his- 
tory this year may repeat itself.”’

sor of chemistry at St. Louis University. 
Candle Light Is Basis. 

A light unit, the present basis of com- 
putation for users of gas in St. Louis, 
means the amount of light furnished by 
one candle. The basis is one cand!2 
power. A heat unit is the amount of 
heat required to heat one gram of wa- 
ter one degree. This degree is usually 
taken from zero to 1 degree centigrade. 

Artificial gas has a greater lighting 
power and smaller heating quality than 
natural gas. In a poorer quality of gas 
the illuminating power is less and the 
heating quality greater. This lighting 
power can be regulated either by the 
quality of gas used or by forcing the 
gas through the meter to make more 
light, as explained by the chemist. 

Under the heat unit system, a poorer 
quality of gas can be supplied to give 
the same amount of light if mantles are 
used. A mantle is a converter of ener- 
gy. It absorbs heat and throws it off 
in the shape of light. From a gas jel 
not equipped with ‘2 mantle the light 
from the heat unit system, would be 
poorer. The change of units would 
probably require the extensive use of 
mantles, 

At present the gas for fuel and illu- 
minating purposes is supplied by the 
Laclede company through the same gas 
mains, but is computed by different me- 
ters, Fuel gas:has been furnished at a 
rate of &v cents a thousand cubic feet, 
while illuminating gas is $1 a thou- 
sand, net. 

As a conisderation for the passage of 
the ordinance allowing the change in 
units, the Laclede Gas Light Co. prom- 
ises to reduce the cost of illuminating 
gas to 80 cents a thousand cubic feet, 
equal to the price of fuel gas. 

Natural Gas Would Dow 

Under the new standard, the company 
would be able to meet the requirements 
of the 6rdinance with natural gas. The 
natural gas, with its low illuminating 
power and greater heat units, would not 
meet the present basis of light of 18 
candlepower. 

Under its promise to Mayor Kreis- 
mann, the price to be charged by the 
Laclede company, after completing ar- 
rangements for piping natural gas here 
from the Caddo flelds, will not be more 
than 50 cents a thousand cubic feet.

“There gchould be a vigorous prose- 
cution of persons who display these 
suggestive cards, and the officials 
should prevent the sale of indecent 
cardg. 

The parents should participate in the 
movement by rsotifying the officials 
when they see an obscene or indecent 
card offered for sale or displayed in a 
public place.’’ 

Blewett said that inasmuch as the 
movement has been started.it should be 
carried to the end, and that the public 
officials should regulate the sale of the 
Oards by rigid prosecution.

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THE 80-CENT GAS BILL. 

Of the purposes and intentions of the Laclede 
Gas Co. as to the introduction of natural gas we 
have no knowledge. But the proposed ordinance 
changing the city’s standard of gas so that heat 
units, not candle power, shall be the factor in 
determining quality, in addition to being the 
consideration for a reduction in the price of 
illuminating gas to 80 cents, plainly opens the 
way for the introduction of natural gas at the 
same price. 

The company has promised that its price for 
natural gas, whén the supply contemplated is 
secured from Louisiana, will be 50 cents per 
thousand. No dependence is to be placed on a 
promise in such circumstances. It is unnecessary 
to allude to the possibility of mixing natural gas 
with artificial, or sending a small amount 
through the pipes, or any of the many things 
that might lawfully be done to the profit of the 
company. The single point is that if the prom- 
ise of 50-cent natural gas is part of the price the 
company pays for the change in the city’s stand- 
drd, it should be incorporated in the bill which 
is to be introduced. 
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If Roosevelt gets that “elastic” constitution 
Aldrich’s Rubber Trust will collect the duty. 








IN LETTERS OF GOLD. 

Heroism is of everyday occurance, and yet 
the splendid heroism of the crew of the ferry- 
boat Pere Marquette No. 18 might well be com- 
memorated in letters of gold. : 

When the boat was about to sink, Walter H. 
Brown, second mate, tore off his life preserver 
and tossed it to Simon Burke, a wheelman, be- 
cause Brown was a Better swimmer than Burke.

; In suspenging the dividends on its preferred 
stock the directors of the United Railways mere- 
ly proceed around the circle of their financial 
difficulties. They make no progress toward the 
solution of the grievous problem they must 
eventually face. The ‘“‘gamble” in United sail- 





_ ‘ Ways was the common one—that earning ca- 


pacity would so increase as to permit the pay- 
iment of all fixed charges and give the common 
‘gtock an ultimate value. The bet has been Jost. 
The earnings. for the first seven months of 1910 
are larger by $276,094 than {m 1909, but net earn- 
ings—owing largely to depreciation—show a 
decrease. of $160,761, and surplus a decrease of 
$158,879. 

In the effort “to make a market” for bonds 
dividends have-been paid on preferred stock for 
which there was confessedly no warrant in earn- 
ings. The suspension of the dividends is a mere 
subterfuge, for the dividends are cumulative. 

Since 1903 the company has paid in dividends 


on preferred stock $5,036,668. In the samed period],

The 
dividends, however excused, were plainly paid 
at the sacrifice of necessary betterments. De- 
spite the outlay of $783,333 a year for the most 
patently necessary betterments, the necessity for 
further improvements is so much gréater than 
éver that dividends have been suspended.” But 
something more radical than the suspension of 
the cumulative dividends is necessary if the 
company is to discharge presently or in the near 
future its great primary obligation to furnisu 
adequate transportation to the people of St. 
Louis. 7 
It is not enough that the properties be ‘main- 
tained at something this side of an embarrassing 
- disclosure of decadence under friendly appraisal. 
_. St. Louis has grown. It has outgrown the possi- 
bility of a surface road’s completely meeting its 
transportation requirements. In such circum- 
stances partial satisfaction can be given only 
when every line is developed to the point of 
highest efficiency and maintained at that point. 
We make no suggestion of ‘any summary 
process of “squeezing out the water” as the ob- 
vious remedy. The shrinkage in the company’s 
security values marks the operation of the in- 
exorable law.

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TO SAVE ST. LOUIS. 
The appeal to citizens of St. Louis to register 


for the November election has special urgency. 
it is the duty of all citizens to vote. But this 
year when, in addition to vital political issues, 
the pfohibition amendment menaces the moral 
order, social progress and material welfare of the 
community, every citizen should vote. 

But no citizen can vote unless his name is reg- 
istered in the poll books. For the approaching 
election only one day is designated for registra- 
tion. That day is Thursday, Sept. 22. Citizens, 
not now registered with their present addresses, 
who fail to register on that one day will be de- 
prived of the privilege of voting. They will have 
no voice in determining the issue of prohibition 
or any other. 

The Post-Dispatch has pointed out the calami- 
tous effect prohibition would have on St. Louis. 
It would wipe out all legislation for the control 
of the liquor traffic without checking the traf- 
fic. Our present excellent laws for the regulation 
of saloons by which order and decency can be 
enforced and the misleading of the youth of both 
sexes stopped would be repealed. The unregulated 
den, with its vicious wineroom and other vice- 
promoting accessories, would be substituted for 
the orderly, regulated saloon. Saloon regulation 
would cease altogether and the enforcement of the 
prohibition law would be a farce here as it is in 
all other cities under prohibition. Not less than 
one-fourth of the industry, commerce and pop- 
ulation of St. Louis would vanish from the city. 
It would take 25 years for the city to recover, if 
it ever could recover. Intolerance and hypocrisy 
would take the place of honesty and liberality. 

In view of this possible calamity every citizen 
should register and vote against prohibition.

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FARM SCHOOLS IN KANSAS. 

An interesting review of the work of the trav- 
eling schools of agriculture in Kansas will be 
published in the Post-Dispatch next Sunday. 
These schools were started in 1905 for the pur- 
pose of giving instruction to farmers in their 
home localities. During the first year only 13 
were held; but they have proven to be so bene- 
ficia]) that for the coming year over 300 have 
been already scheduled and others will be added. 

The schools already. organized give seven. 
courses of instruction: Seed breeding, soil con- 
servation, stock judging, gardening, dairying, 
poultry culture and horticulture. Every county 
in the State is visited at least once a year by 
teachers in each of these different branches. 
‘Since the beginning of the work the schools 
have been attended by upwards of 75,000 persons. 
It is estimated that there are now enrolled fully 
30,000 persons who may be accounted as stu- 
dents in one or more of these courses. 
| It is to be noted that the State pays all the 
expenses of the schools and all the courses of 
instruction are quite free. They serve the useful 
purpose of-getting farmers sufficiently interested 
in scientific agriculture, to promote experimental 
work on scientific lines. In other words, Kansas 
takes college education to those that cannot go 
to college and she makes it pay. 





The State Labor Bureau is beginning to justify 
its existence. Finding work for two out of every 
three applicants is an enoouraging record for 
the fiscal year just ended. But the bureau might 
be made ten times more useful if the law creat- 
ing it were amended in such a way as to enable 
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funds to advertise, this bureau would be the 
means of adding thousands to the population of 
Missouri.

* HE earliest English book for children was ‘‘The Babies’ Book; or, a 
Little Report of How Young People Should Behave.’’ The horn books 
existed in Elizabeth’s reign.

horn in order to protect the Mettering from contact with dirty fingers. 

The chapbooks contained most of the familiar nursery rhymes and 
stories which have appertained td nursery lore for generations. They exhib- 
ited very crude wood cuts, often daubed with inappropriate color, and the 
commonest paper as a rule was used. They were hawked about by the chap- 
man or peddlers, 

Sney served to perpetuate such familiar ditties as ‘‘Sing a Song of Six- 
-enee,’’ which dates from the sixteenth century; ‘‘Three Blind Mice,’’ in use, 
with music, in 1609; ‘‘The Frog and the Mouse,’’ in existence”in 1580, and 
‘Girls and Boys Come Out to Play,’’ which was sung by the villagers in the 
time or Charles IT; ‘‘Little Jack Horner,’’ we know, is older than the seven- 
teenth century, and last, but not least, ‘‘Lucy Locket,’’ the tune from which 
originated ‘‘ Yankee Doodle.’’ 

A tew of what were called “battledore books’’ have been handed down 
to us. They were three leaved cards, which were folded up into obiong pocket- 
‘shaped volumes. These taught reading and numerals in the dame schools in 

~town and country. The little gilt books, as they were called, adorned on the 
outside with gilt Dutch paper colored flowers, were much prized gift books 


‘of that period.—Baltimore American.

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 15.—The Danish 
steamer Hans Egede arrived here today 
with the news that John R. Bradley, 
financial backer of Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook’s North Polar expedition, was on 
his way to Etah to get the much-talked- 
of records and instruments which Cook 
has said he left at the Eskimo settle- 
ment, northeast of Greenland. The cap- 
tain of the steamer thinks Cook is with 
Bradley, but gives no particular reason 
for this belief. 

The Hans Egede, which is the vessel 
on which the explorer traveled to civ- 
ilization, fell in with a yacht at God- 
haven, a Danish settlement on the south 
coast of Disco Island, Greenland, and in 
the exchange of the masters learned 
that Bradley was aboard the other craft. 

The polar hunt promoter admitted his 
identity and explained that he was 
bound for Etah to recover whatever had 
heen left there by Dr. Cook. He refused, 
however, to deny or confirm the report 
that he was accompanied by the ex- 
plorer. 

The Government vessel a!so brings the 
information that two missionaries, who 
are working among the Eskimos who ac- 
companied Cook on his expedition, say 
that these Eskimos Insist that the doc- 
tor reached the North Pole, as he con- 
tends, prior to its discovery by Com- 
mander Peary.

“The danger is that the officials may ig- 
nore certain of the rules, only watching for 
the infractions which seem to them to be 
of the greatest import. This will resuit in 
a most complicated condition of affairs, be- 
cause teams may play linder one official one 
week, another the next, and unless al! the 
officials cover all the rules, and cover them 
alike. there {s no telling what the reauits 
will be.’

Roosevelt last night sent a telegram of 
cor.gratulation to Miles Poindexter, in- 
surgent candidate for the United States 
Senate in Washington, D. C.; one to the 
deteated insurgents in South Dakota, 
urging them-to support. the regular 
ticket, and today is hard at work on 
the platform for New York State, which 
he hopes the convention will accept. 

Col. Roosevelt’s attitude toward the’ 
State convention is still a mystery. If 
he finds a majority of delegates against 
him it is certain that he will be an out- 
and-out insurgent. Up to date ge is 
said by his friends to prefer the po- 
sition of contestant against the bosses, 
leaving the campaign in their hands. 

He has been advised that the bosses, 
if they find themselves fn a tight place, 
will throw all their support.in his favor, 
forcing him to accept responsibility for 
the campaign, and this is just the re- 
sponsibility at the present moment he 
is most willing to avoid. 

Should Col. Roosevelt find himself 
forced to accept the leadership it ‘is 
probable that New Yorkers will see a 
State campaign waged upon lines that 
will be unique.
